quire how the government became 
possessed of that wheat. 
Early in the Roosevelt adminis­ 
tration. when Vice-President W al­ 
lace was secretary of agriculture,

crops. The objective they aimed at 
was something they called * ’parity 
price." This is a theoretical and 
movable standard. Briefly, parity is 
that price for a farm crop which 
would give the crop the same pur­ 
chasing power it had in 1909-14, In 


bushels—sell it not as wheat for 
human consumption, but rather as 
corn for animal consumption. The 
administration's 
idea 
is 
that 
by 
selling this wheat at a low price, 
to raisers of cattle and hogs, the 
prices of 
livestocks can be kept 
down, and hence the price of meat 
on the family table. 
The administration wishes to sell 
the 125 million bushels of wheat 
at a low price, some eighty-three 
cents a bushel. But farm leaders in 
the House insist that the wheat 
must not be sold at less than the 
full parity price of wheat, about 
$134 a bushel. 
A proposed com ­ 
promise would permit the wheat 
to be sold somewhere between these 
tw'o prices, at the full parity price 
of corn, about ninety-seven cents. 
Even if the administration is com­ 
mitted to sell 125 million bushels 
of wheat, at one price or another.

For raising crop prices to this 
parity standard, the administration 
adopted several devices.

The transaction was and is de­ 
scribed in terms of "loan' and “bor­ 
row". Actually it is in most cases 
a sale.

Russian Situation 


Over-Exaggerated 


Paul Mallon Says

One lesson Is 
a government can 
usually cause prices to go up. It 
can always buy a crop at a price 
higher than the market. 
To that, 
farm leaders and farmers will al­ 
ways assent, most cheerfully. But 
there comes a time when the ad­ 
ministration 
would 
like 
to cause 
prices to go down, or at least pre­ 
vent them from going up. When it 
attempts that opposition is instant 
and powerful. That is the situation 
we have now 
Whatever time, and in whatever 
conditions, the government starts to 
sell crops it has acquited, the tend­ 
ency will be to cause the market 
price to go down. or at least not 
to rise 
Will there ever be a time 
when fanners and farm leaders will 
be content to see that happen? Is 
there any possible end to the course 
the administration set out on some 
years ago, except to go on buying 
more and more? 
The answer is illustrated by a 
measure now before the Senate, a 
part of this whole wheat situation. 
This measure provides that in fu­ 
ture the administration shall make 
loans on wheat, not at the mere 
eighty-five per cent of parity price, 
but at full parity price. This m ea­ 
sure is too much for some farm 
spokesmen who have at the same 
time some understanding of eco­ 
nomic law-. Such a measure, lf en­ 
acted, would probably result in the 
government 
becoming 
owner 
of 
many hundreds of millions of bush­ 
els of w-heat more than it. now has. 


For Instance, those two salients 
which 
the

While the so uthern Rimy would 
then be completely cut off, Russian 
fighting ability in such circu m stan ­ 
ces Is widely respected. 
A counterattack by the southern 
and central armies straight across 
Hitlers salient to join them again 
and leave his advance forces sur­ 
rounded. would still be a possibil­ 
ity. 
To win in Russia. Hitler must 
crush the Russian armies 
com­ 
pletely and cause them to sue for 
an armistice. 
As was proved, to the 
surprise of the world, last year, ad­ 
vances in thin salients and capture* 
of strategic towns do not necessar­ 
ily bring decisive results. Tile fight­ 
ing is not over, even when the ob­ 
jectives are reached. 
No one knows or will even at­
